Alberta Holds 
Large Coking 
Coal Reserves 


EDMONTON.—Alberta has the 
only large reserves of high-grade 
coking coal in North America and 
they will be exploited in the near 
future, Dr. John Convey of Ot- 
tawa, director of the federal mines 
branch, said here recently. 

There is a “very severe” short- 


age of coking coal — vital in the 
making of iron and steel — and 
studies are being made which 


should result in large-scale devel- 
opments in the Crow's Nest Pass 
area, said Dr, Convey. 

Main difficulty at present was 
the fault formations in strata in 
the Crow's Nest area which result- 
ed in cave-in* when drilling took 
place. A team of physicists, min- 
ing engineers and geologists is 
working on the problem, 

Dr. Convey said it is his hope 
a system can be devised by which 
the fault formations assist in ex- 
traction of the coal, 

Referring to competition from 
Dr. Convey 
said he believes that within 10 
years the coal industry in Alberta 
will be as healthy as ever, if not 
healthier,
